A government banı on lead in 
petrol might come eventually, 
fut not for the reasons that lie 
behind efforts of the recently 
formed ' Campaign for Lead- 
Free 4ir. Action is more likely 
to be based on the introduction 
of stricter standards on other 
exhaust gases from: cars which 
canı cause smog, for thase form 
one of the few increasing 
sources of air pollution. 

. The rise in emissions is due 
simply to the increase in the 
car population. The pollution 
can be cut by inserting a cata- 
lyst in the exhaust pipe to 
break down the gaseous com- 
pounds into a harmless form, 
as is done in the United States. 
However, petrol must be ur 
leaded, or the metallic particles 
quickly destroy the catalyst. 

The steady rise of polluting 
gases over the past 10 years 
from cars in Britain is recorded 
in new information published 

y the Government today in 
Digest of Envirorrmental Pollu- 
tion and Wazter Statistics. The 
digest shows a steady improve- 
ment in many aspects of air 
pollution, water quality, radio- 
active discharges, oil pollution, 
and waste disposal in Britain. 

On air pollution, the amount 
of smoke and sulphur dioxide 
from urban and -indastrial 
chimneys is gradually declin- 
ing But the emişsions of 
nitrogen oxides, carbon mon- 
oxide and hydrocarbons from 
motor cars has increased in 
direct proportion to the rise in 
fuel coanumpuion. 

Although there waş an in- 
crease of 13 per cent in petrol] 
consumptian siace 1973, lead 
emissions have fal'en by 11 
per cent, foiowing the reduc- 
tion ip the: maximum agtrunt 
of lead permitted in petrol.
